TJIE United Slates can build a thousand first- 
1 class fighting airships for the cost of one 
modern maii-o'-war—and 3,000 airships would 
be more than sufficient to protect the whole 
country against any sort -of enemy, says Gen- 
eral Mitchell, head of thc army air service. But 
thc general naval board clings to its belief that 
Hie present type of heavy battleship is far from 
obsolete and in the future as in the past will 
continue to decide supremacy of the seas. 


Here is a controversy in which-every one is 


interested, as lax-payers not least of all. With 
;i formidable airflect promised for the price of 
only oiu: unit in the present naval building pr'o- 
yituii, we folks who are paying ninety-some 
cents out of even,- dollar of-taxes on thc ex- 
penses uf past and future wars cannot help 
pricking up our cars and pawing the ground at 
any reasonable prospect of obtaining safety at a 
bargain. 


Hut -can it be done? It seems almost too 


good lo be true. 


It would seem not unreasonable to suppose 


Hint the question could be quite definitely deter- 
mined by comparatively inexpensive experi- 
ments conducted by experts in both sea and 
iiavn! warfare. 
And that time is. lacking for the

TRETCHING south from 
tho 


southern border of California 
for n* distance of about 
SOO 


miles is the peninsula of Baja, or Low- 
er California, tho acquisition of which 
by tlio United States has recently been 
advocated in certain quarters. 


__ This, so geologists and scientists tell 
uS. is oao of tho most curious sections 
of 
tho earth's surface: low, sun- 


scorched plains, where death by thirst 
awaits Uio too-venturesome traveler, 
lie closo to tho bases .of granite pcaUa, 
belted with waving forests and crown- 
ed In Winter by gleaming snows. Tho 
eastern shore is laved by the waters of 
a 
warm 
inland sea, 
tho 
Gulf 
of 


California, and sparkles under almost 
continuous sunshine, and

fronds ot (ho Oa'.o palms recall tlio 


mysterious hidden vales of tie "Ara- 
bian Nights." In general'It is hot and 
'arid, as Is evidenced by the existing 
desert conditions. In places there are 
long periods of drought, where no 
rainfall sufficient to start vegetation

threo to five years.

tip a snow house ho calls a member 
of his family and the two of them get

not. laid in parallel courses liko bricks, 
but' placed to form a spiral, inclining 
inward to form a dome-shaped struc- 
ture.
